Dewar began his report. Net income, 
or earnings, was 2.5 percent of sales. 


He attributed the good operating 
results for the first 13 weeks of "76 
to excellent store-for-store sales in- 
creases which substantially improved 
productivity and reduced operating 
expense margins, and to improve-
